REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1, 2, 4 and 1 1 were rejected under 35 USC 103(a) in an Office action dated 
3/1/2006. Claim 1 has been amended in an previous Office action response dated 5/30/2006 with 
the limitations of claim 3 as suggested by the examiner in the Office action dated 3/1/2006; claim 
3 has been canceled. Claims 2, 4, 5-10, 1 1, 12-35 are now dependent upon an allowable base 
claim. Claims 36 - 73 are previously allowed in the Office action dated 3/1/2006. 

Election/Restrictions 

Examiner points out restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 
USC 121: 

I. Claims 1, 2, 4-35 and 38-73, drawn to semiconductor device. 

II. Claims 36 and 37, drawn to method of making semiconductor device.

Notice of Allowance be issued in this case.
